November presentation 

With the outbreak of the Civil War, small change 
began to disappear from circulation. This made daily 
trade difficult. Several expedient solutions were used 
to fill the void. One was the brief issuance of privately 
minted merchant’s tokens. Stores in a number of cities 
and towns commissioned small cent sized tokens. 
Columbus had nine merchants that released pieces 
of this nature during the Civil War. There were a 
handful of manufacturers that produced these pieces 
and in addition to the store card die that identified the 
merchant, an array of stock reverse dies were also 
used. 29 distinct reverse dies were used to produce 
the Columbus tokens, and some of their differences 
are subtle while others are obvious. As the correct 
identification of any Columbus token depends on 


understanding which exact reverse die is present, a 
study will aid the interested collector. - John Roberts
